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The United Nations—First Birthday

HE United Nations as a going con- 

cern, dedicated under the charter 
drawn at San Francisco tothe main- 
tenance of international peace and securi- 
ty, is now one year old. None could deny 
that this first crucial year of life has been 
a difficult one during which the infant or- 
ganization has been confronted with some 
very adult problems. Many could wish for 
perfection achieved over night in handling 
issues arising from centuries of national- 
istic rivalries and suspicions, but few can 
expect that a man-made instrument can 
bring immediate disciplined order out of 
historic chaos and conflicting interests— 
even spurred by the destructive implica- 
tions of atomic power. Hence, as the 
United Nations passes into its second year, 
the American Association for the United 
Nations has set aside a week in Septem- 
ber 1946 as United Nations Week and 
calls upon the people of America to view, 
review, and study the United Nations in 
its accomplishments so far and in its pos- 
sibilities for bringing together a world 
weary of war and fearful with under- 
standing of what another war will mean. 
Though the United Nations as a peace 
medium had its birth at San Francisco 
in June 1945, its origins go back much 
further than that, more immediately to 
the League of Nations following World 
War I and more remotely to many at- 
tempts during preceding centuries to 
bring about universal peace. Studies by 
recognized scholars of these earlier 
attempts at international cooperation 
brought much to the drafting of the 
United Nations Charter. Foremost among 
these, James T. Shotwell’s The Great De- 
cision outlines with realism and simplici- 
ty the basic problems—economic, social, 
and legal—involved in setting up a world 
organization and will remain for a long 


time a guide to the shape of things to 
come in United Nations debate and activi- 
ty. Similarly, a rich background of re- 
search and understanding is revealed in 
An Intelligent American’s Guide to the 
Peace published under the editorship of 
former Under-Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles. The treatment here is organized 
geographically taking up in a form read- 
able, as well as concise for efficient refer- 
ence use, a brief résumé of each country’s 
history, people, political institutions, and 
its likely claims as part of a just postwar 
world. 

Coming to the charter itself, there are 
several discussions of its content and merit 
varying in length and popular appeal. 
Shortest of these is Clark Eichelberger’s 
The United Nations Charter: What Was 
Done at San Francisco, which offers a 
sketch of the charter’s provisions and an 
optimistic survey of their possibilities. 
Amos Peaslee in his United Nations Gov- 
ernment shows, in a series of brief lec- 
tures, the promise as well as the short- 
comings of the United Nations, empha- 
sizing the legal aspects and urging the 
eventual necessity of world government 
toward which he regards the present or- 
ganization as a step. The most complete 
interpretation of the charter to date is 
probably Goodrich and Hambro’s Charter 
of the United Nations: Commentary and 
Documents, which goes into a detailed but 
not technical article-by-article discussion 
of the entire charter. Both of the authors 
have long been associated with world 
peace movements and Hambro is a former 
League of Nations president. 

Along with these titles should be men- 
tioned as a very practical aid to study 
and discussion group work, How Will the 
United Nations Work? 50 Questions and 
Answers, issued by the Woodrow Wilson 
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Foundation. Another stimulating pam- 
phlet, which has criticism as well as hope 
for the United Nations, is Felix Morley’s 
Humanity Tries Again. 

The U.S. Department of State has pub- 
lished much useful and inexpensive docu- 
mentary material relating to the charter 
as a whole and to the separate bodies set 
up under its provisions. A complete list- 
ing of these is not permitted by space, 
though The Covenant of the League of 
Nations and the Charter of the United Na- 
tions, by Clyde Eagleton and The Charter 
of the United Nations are important. 

A highly readable and sound account of 
both the San Francisco Conference and 
of the preparatory meetings—Dumbarton 
Oaks, Yalta, and Mexico City—is con- 
tained in The Four Cornerstones of Peace 
by Vera Micheles Dean, research director 
of the Foreign Policy Association. Texts 
of the agreements are appended to the 
discussion of the conferences. 

Of the six bodies set up as formal parts 
of the United Nations, the Security Coun- 
cil has received so far the lion’s share of 
attention—not an unnatural emphasis in 
the immediate wake of the world’s most 
devastating war, when security could be 
expected to take first place in the world’s 
consciousness. Of the other bodies—the 
General Assembly, the Economic and So- 
cial Council, the Secretariat, the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice, and the Trustee- 
ship Council—more will be heard as the 
tumult in the Security Council subsides. 
Not least of these is the Economic and 
Social Council whose job it is to coordi- 
nate the many specialized agencies work- 
ing under the United Nations on vital 
questions of living standards and economic 
justice. Herman Finer in The United Na- 
tions Economic and Social Council ex- 
plains fully the far-reaching functions and 
responsibilities of this 18-member body. 

In addition to these six major entities 
provided for in the charter, a large group 
of specialized agencies is quietly and in- 
dustriously going about the business of 
untangling war-wrought chaos in many 
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fields: food, finance, trade, education, la- 
bor, and health. Some of these agencies 
antedate the United Nations by many 
years. Such is the International Labor 
Organization which dates from World War 
I and constitutes a model for other groups 
in organization and accomplishment. A 
New Era; the Conference and the Future 


; of the I.L.O. represents a survey of its 


remarkable record. Others of these spe- 
cialized agencies have come into exist- 
ence through the pressing needs which 
arose during the war for cooperation on 
many fronts. Of these, perhaps UNRRA, 
the Food and Agriculture Organization 
and the Bretton Woods proposals for the 
establishment of an international bank 
and monetary fund, come first to mind. 
Others are still in process of being formed, 
such as a United Nations health organiza- 
tion, while still others have come into be- 
ing with such quiet determination that the 
public is too little aware of them. One of 
these is UNESCO (United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific, and Cultural Organiza- 
tion) whose influence toward a_ truly 
united world cannot be overemphasized. 
Treating most of these agencies clearly 
with fact and interpretation is Sigrid 
Arne’s United Nations Primer, which gives 
a brief background sketch of some 15 con- 
ferences and the agreements formulated 
during their sessions. One of the Foreign 
Policy reports, Pillars of the United Na- 
tions by Blair Bolles, also covers lucidly 
a number of the specialized agencies, no- 
tably those relating to health, trade, and 
aviation. 

Separate treatments of many of these 
agencies exist both as formal documents 
and as pamphlet discussions. The United 
Nations Monetary and Financial Confer- 
ence issued by the Department of State 
and the simplified explanation issued by 
the League of Women Voters entitled 
Bretton Woods Monetary Proposals will 
both be helpful. UNRRA: Organization, 
Aims, Progress gives a picture of this 
agency’s desperately important work, 
while “The Defenses of Peace” is com- 
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prised of documents relating to UNESCO, 
also issued by the U.S. Department of 
State. Part one contains Archibald Mac- 
Leish’s ringing declaration on the purpose 
and need for such a body while part two 
contains an analysis in 
UNESCO’s constitution. 

While reviews of the work of these and 
other agencies are available as documents 
and pamphlets from sources listed, the 
most up-to-date reports on activities and 
progress can be found in periodicals. Two 
of these are devoted exclusively to the 
United Nations—Changing World and the 
United Nations News. Free World, a 
longer and more elaborate monthly, rep- 
resents much of the most serious writing 
being done on the subject of peace. 

That the United Nations was not con- 
ceived as a perfect instrument is hardly 
debatable. That it has its critics is both 
natural and hopeful, for criticism is one 
means of stimulating the wide and serious 
thinking so urgently needed on this sub- 
ject. The symposium, Peace, Security and 
the United Nations, edited by Hans Mor- 
genthau, presents the views of five ex- 
perts in the world affairs field, most of 
whom take a gloomy view of the world’s 
prospects for peace. 

The most outspoken and _ influential 
critic of the United Nations Charter and 
organization, however, is Emery Reves, 
whose The Anatomy of Peace attacks the
